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On 19 December the YUNG FU (AC Ag ) transported a large amount of railroad 
materials and 700 bales of cement from Canton to Peihai (109-05, 21-24). The 
materials are now stored in the warehouse of the Hop'u (109-10, 21-38) Sub— 
District Trade Company. The materials will be sent to Ch'inhsien (108-37, 21- 
58) for the construction of the Nanning-Ch'inhsien railroad, 


On, 28 November the CHIN HSING (= z ), escorted by the gunboat AO HSIU 
(S & ) of the PEARL River Defense Headquarters, arrived with a consignment 
of military supplies at Fort Bayard (110-24, 21-11) from Canton. The supplies 
were unloaded on 29 November and stored in a military warehouse near the 
Hsiying (Fort Bayard) Airport. ; 


Among the goods were 56 wooden boxes on which were printed the characters. 
"Made by the Shih Ching Hsin Nan Machinery Factory (7 - AT ; 
"). There were 60 boxes of tools and equipment consigned tothe 
ineéring Corps, 142 bales of cotton military garments and uniforms, and 
96 unmarked wooden boxes. Starting on 18 December, about three military 
trucks began distributing the boxes to units on the Leichou Peninsula. 
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
